Above the tons of earth and stone that 
lay between the workings and the 
mountain crown giant trees quivered 
from the force of the concussion, and 
from the mine mouth, the forces of the 
earth set free, belched forth a cloud of 
flame soot, dust and debris, heavy tim- 
bers, broken mine cars and even a 
massive motor used to haul the heavily 
laden ears from the depths. Scarcely 
had the detonation died away before a 
throng of frantic women and children 
rushed to the mine mouth and Im- 
plored those there to allow them to 
aid in the effort to save some cf their 
loved ones, who might still be alive 
within. 

Mine Foreman John Bowers, who 
was near the entrance, was blown 
from his feet, but managed to crawl out 
safely, as also did Robert Smith, a 
miner. With the foreman was a miner 
named Holliday, and he, too, was 
blown over, but was lost. 

There are supposed to be about 200 
men in the section of the mine affect- 
ed. Nineteen contract miners with 
their crews were at work in new entry 
and it is feared that all of these men 
are lost. The explosion was In a differ- 
ent part of the mine from that of two 
weeks ago. 

The main entry of the mine is four 
miles leng. running from one side of 
the mountain to the other. Debris was 
blown from both entries, which gives 
some idea of the tremendous force of 
the explosion. The explosion was the 
most terrific that has ever occurred in 
this region.
